THRIPS 

Thrips  can  be  controlled  in  the  garden  by  spray¬ 
ing  with  any  of  the  good  sprays  on  the  market, 
or  by  dusting.  We  had  complete  control,  last  year, 

.  by  dusting  with  undiluted  arsenate  of  calcium. 
If  a  dust  is  used,  it  should  be  applied  either  late 
in  the  evening  or  early  in  the  morning. 

We  keep  a  little  naphthalene  among  the  bulbs 
at  all  times,  while  in  storage.

A  member  of  the  Azaleamum 
family,  low  growing  with  wide  spread.  The 
flowers  are  small  of  deep  bronzy  salmon  color.
